Great Northern Express Rifled by 
Men Who a Year Ago Pulled 
Off a Similar Coup. 


Spokane, Wash., Dee. 10.—Three 
men held up an eastbound Great 
Northern train at Hillyard this morn 
ing, robbed the mail car and escaped 
Only the presence of mind of W. Per- 
ron, the fireman, prevented the loot 
ing of the express car, which carried 
a large amount of money, including 
$20,000 consigned from a Spokan 
bank to a Montana town. 

The train had slowed down in_ the 
yard at Hillyard when the robbers 
crawled over the tender, pointed re 
volvers at the engineer and firemar 
and ordered the train brought to a 
stop. While two of the robbers stooe 
guard over the engineer, the other 
took Fireman Perrin back to uncoup! 
the mail and axpress cars. 

In the darkness, the bandit failee 
to see that the first car was the mai! 
car, while the second carried baggage 
and the express car was third. Per 
tin cut off the mail and baggage cars 
leaving the cxpress car attached to the 
train, The robbers then ran the loco 
motive several miles cast, where ther 
rifled the mail car, again boarded the 
engine, uncoup!ed it from the care 
and proceeded three miles to Mead 
There a horse and buggy was awaiting 
them.

UNIONISTS DISCUSS 
TARIFF REFORM POLICY 


3ritish Opposition Looks For the Dis- 
so'ution of the Asquith Cabinet 
Within a Short Time, and Are 
Talking Protection—Has British 
Trade Suffered? 


London, Dee, 10.—Already discount- 
ing the approach of the dissolution 
of the Asquith cabinet, the Unicnist 
party is beginning to make promises 
to the country as to what it will do 
when it returns to power. 

The latest pronouncement is that of 
George Wyndham, who lest night 
eytiined the party’s tariff views and 
concluded that thease views would be 
realized as soon as the government 
in power should be behind the Union- 
ists working in sympathy with the 
British tariff commission, which has 
been considering for the last five 
years the framing of a scientific tar- 
iff. The Unionist’s programme, 
Wyndham said, would include a duty 
of two shillings on wheat, with a prel- 
erence to Canada, no ony on wool 
and a amall duty on wood. Iv was, 
he said, unnecessary to tax wool, 
since five times ag much wool came 
from the British possessions as else- 
abroad Wood should = bx 
taxed, not only for Canada’s evake, 
since it was already satisfied with the 
preference on wheat, but for  pur- 
poses of income, as well as to encour- 
afforestation at home, For the 
moment, declared the speaker, this 
would be sufficient , dad the party 
would wait to see the extent of Amer- 
ican tariff reform before it went any 
further. ee 

There is an undeniable awakening 
of interest throughout the country cn 
the subject of protection. The tariff 
commission giving special atten- 
tion to the new French tariff reform, 
but much of which it disapproves, 
just as on the other hand it disap- 
proves of the American projects in 
American tariff reform. 

“Any American changes ere likely 
to injure British trade,”’ said a mem- 
ber of the tariff commission after th 
recent meeting, “and make American 
competition a reality instead of 4 
mere bogey on this side of the water. 
The Dingiey tariff always protected 
us, too, in a measure, We have a 
larger trade in iron and cotton goods, 
steel, boots, and many other manu-

Diplomatic Complications Threatened 
Unless Phonographic Records 
Are Returned, 


New York, Dee. 1L.—‘‘If, accord- 
ing to the cables, the Kaiser has de- 
manded that the phonographic ree- 
ords made of his voice be returned 
to him, this is the first I have heard 
of the matter, and I think the rumor 
a decidedly interesting one,’’ said Dr. 
E. W, Scripture to our correspondent. 

At the time Dr. Scripture took the 
records of the Kaiser’s voice he was 
head of the psychological department 
at Yale poe was pursuing original 
research work in Germany, The ca- 
ble dispatches have been to the effect 
that because of the Kaiser’s demand 


for the return of the records of his 
voice serious diplomatic complica- 
tions are threatened and that the 


matter had been put up to President 
Roosevelt as to whether these ree- 
orda shall be returned. It is learned 
that there are only three of these ree- 
orda in America, Dr. Scripture said 
that through the American ambassa 
dor he applied for the records of th: 
Kaiser’s voice and that the Emperor 
consented. 

“T had asked for four records,” 
continued the Doctor, ‘‘one for each 
of the institutions mentioned and one 
for my own scientific investigations. 
The Emperor, however, made only 
two records, designating one for Har- 
vard university and the other for 
other purposes.”’

P. bridge over the Battle River, 
the largest steel atructure on the en- 
tire system, was completed yesterday 
and steel laying on the trestles com- 
meneed.
